INTEODITOrlOB'. 

Tins Census was taken tmder authorily of the Act 48 Victoria, Cap. 
III, assented to on the lst May, 1885. 

The information winch relates to population is a statement of facts 
in existence at the time appoiiited for the taking of the census, on the 
31st July, 1886 ; ail othej information relating to products refers to the 
period of twelve-months immediately preceding that date. 

This report is accompanied by tables giving ratios, between districts, 
of population and products ; also by a comparative statemenftof the two 
Censuses'of 1881 and 1886, showing the progrès» made by the Province 
during these five years. 

Since the Census of 1881 was taken, the Province of Manitoba has 
beenredueed in area by about one-half through the annexingto Ontario 
and Keewatin of that portion of terri tory lying east of Pake of the -Woods, 
and which was then called the “ Manitoba Extension.” 

For the purpose of establishing comparisons between the two 
Censuses, the figures referring to the above annexed territory were 
- deducted from the general resuit of the Census of 1881. 

As in previous Censuses, the population de droit or de jure System 
was adopfed for the énumération of the people. 

Becourse was had to the retums in the Indian Office, in order to 
obtain information respecting the Indian population receiving pay under 
the treaties; and figures .were taken from the registers képt. This 
course was nec^sary owing to the nomadic habits of the Indians, 
and to the fact that few of the , enumerators were able to speak their 
language. Those Indians, howevër, which did not receive jpay 1 under 
the treaties were enumerated in the same manner as the whites. 

It should.be explained that the registers in the Indian Office dp not 
•contain ail the details which are called for by the Census. schedules,

and this explains why thé information eoncerning the âges, the conjugal 
condition and the' religions of the Indians has been left ont ot the 
présent report. 

Other information, such as-that relating to furs, fisheries, &c., is 
fumished by the retums. of the Indian Office, but in a different form 
from the Oensus schedules: thé value in6tead of the quantity being 
•given in each case. • 

The topographyof the several Reserves situated in the Province was 
-carefully established, and the population as well as the quantity of pro- 
duets ietumed by the Indian Office, were added to the returns made by 
Census enumerators, each Reserve within its respective municipality or 
.subdistrict, 

The Province was divided into five districts, for Census purposes, 
■corresponding exactly with the five Electoral Districts of Selkirk, Mar¬ 
quette, Provencher, Lisgar and Winnipeg. These five districts were in 
turn divided into one hundred and six sub-districts, in accordance with 
the Manitoba Statutes (4Ÿ Victoria, Cap. XI), 

The organization and superintendence of the Census. was confided 
to Mr. E. H. St. Denis, Acting Statisticâl Officer, who went to Winnipeg 
in order to instruct and initiate the several Census officers in their 
respective duties. The Census staff consisted of Mr. Stewart îiulvey, 
as staff officer for the Province, and the followihg gentlemen, as com- 
missioners for the five Districts : Messrs. C. Cliff, E. McDonald, J. E. 
Têtu, John MacBeth, M.P.P., and H. S. Donaldson. In addition, eighty- 1 
nine enumerâtors were appointed for the several sub-districts comprised 
in the Province. 

Every one of these officers, besides having 'been supplied with a 
manual eontaining the Census Act and the necessary instructions for the 
takmg of the Census, as well as with a set of specimen. schedules, to bé 
psed as a guide in making entries, under went a course of oral instructions ; 
so that when the time came for the taking of the Census' everyone was 
thoroughly acquainted with the work to. be performed ; as a resuit of 
^this the retums. were ail received-in a very satisfactory condition. 

The schedules used for the énumération were five in number. 

Schedule lcontainedtwenty-two columns of information into which 
were registered.the name, the âge, the place of birth, the- religion and' 
the origin of every person enumerated ; also the résidence, the conjugal 
condition and the occupation of every family, together with the number 
of children going to school and" the number of persons afflicted with. 

infimnties, such as Blind, Deaf and Dumb, TJnsound o£ Miad. 
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The number of Public Institutions wüh their inmate's and the num¬ 
ber; oTIndustriàl/Establishments were registered in Schedule 2. ■ 

Schedule B contained twenty-seven columns for the purpose of regis'V 
tering the quantity of land OGçupied and cnltiyated, also the quantity 
of grain and other field products harvested during the year 1885; 

In Schedule 4 the live stock and farm products, as well as the quan¬ 
tity of furs and pelts were registered. " ' ^ ; 

- In.the' last Schedule was • registered information, relating to Ship- 

ping, Pisheries and Products of the Forest. ' 

, TEese five Schedules, enclosed in a portfolio, werefilled up by the 
enumerators going from house to house, each within his énumération 
division. • • - \ , 

REMARKS ON THE,- SEYERAL TABLES CONTAINED. IN THIS 

REPORT.. ,, __ 

-TaHnî^hows'wîtlffEêarea for each district, the number.of dwellings, 

thé number of families, the population by sexes and the conjugal con¬ 
dition of the people, for each sub-district. In the columns headed 
“ Married,” Widowed ” and “ Children and, Unmarried,” the Treaty 
Indians, for reasons already given,' w'ere not counted. 

.Table. II comprises the, religions, and the figures giyen in the last 
colujppai f( headed. “ not giyen,” refer mostly to Treaty Indians. , 

Table HI gives the origins of; the people, and needs ho further 
explanatioh than.the pointing ont >,of the fact that in previous Censuses 
no spécial notice was taken regarding the origin of Half-Breeds ; 
the Prench Half-Breed, thé Scotch Half-Bréed,- &c., were then returnèd 
as “ Prench,” . “ Scotch,’’ &c., and were, as a matter of coursé, classed with 
the whités. ' ’ r . ' 

-Tablé IY needs no explanation. 

Table . Y gives the âges of the people as they w,ere recorded by the 
enumerators ; the column headed “TTndér one year,” being à greàter or 
lésser fraction of one year, and the columns headed 1 to 2, 2 to 3, &c., 
represent thé number of persons living in the Province on the day 
appoihtèd for the tàkihg of the Census, at one year of âgé last birthday, 
two ÿears of âgé last birthday, &c., the column headed “Not given;”'in 
this table, is also composed of ail the Treaty; Indians, besides a number 
of whites, whose âges could not be obtained by the enumerators.. 
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Tables, VI, VII, VIII, IX and X require no spécial explanation, 
except a word respecting table VIII, in wbieb, it will be observed, the 
number of persous afflicted witb blindness is ratber small compared to 
that reported by tbe Censns of 1881 ; tbis is accounted for by tbe fact 
ibat tbe infirmities of Indians were given in tbat Eeport while tbey 
are left ont of tbe présent one. 

Table XI gives tbe occupations of tbe people, arrangéd by classes. 
Itwillbe noticed, ou comparing the figures ofthis table witb tbose of tbe 
corresponding tabla for the Oensus of 1881, tbat tbe number of occupa¬ 
tions comprised in tbe categoiy of tbe “ Not classified,” waslargerin 
1881 tban it is in 1886, on account of tbe occupations of Indians not 
having been reported in tbe présent, Oensus, wbile tbey were mostly ail 
xecorded as Huniers and Fishermen in the previous one. In tbe classifi¬ 
cation of 1881, tbe farm labourers were also put amongst tbe' “ Not classî— 
fied ” wbile tbey are in tbe présent report with tbe " âgricultural class." 

Tables XII, XIII, XIV and XV. require no spécial explanation.- 

Table XVI is a statement of tbe number of fur-bearing animais 
caught of killed by bunters or others during tbe Oensus year. The‘ 
quantity of furs and pelts, as. given in tbis table,'is not to be taken,. 
however, as tbe açtual number of animais caugbt or kille.d.in tbe sub- 
dktrict into wbieb tbey wereregistêrèd, as tbegreater part of tbese furs 
and pelts were returned by bunters and traders, wbose bunting and 
trading operations extendèd beyond tbe limita of their sub-districts, and 
sometimes from one end of tbe Prorince to tbe otber. 

ParticulaT care was taken in order to avoid double registration of 
- fors and pelts, wbieb mig^t bave occurred by getfcingtbe same infor¬ 
mation from two different sources : from tbe bunter first and tben from 
tbe trader. As already explained above, tbe retums. of tbe Indian Office 
only give tbe value and not tbe quantity of furs and pelts, wbieb 
value, for ail tbe Indian Keserves of tbe Province, amounts to $28,680, 
tbe greater part of wbieb was of course sold to Traders, who made a xeturn 
of the same to enumerators. 

Table XVII deals witb Shipping, Fisberies . and Products of tbe 
Forest, and requires a word of explanation’:—Tbe “Census Standard’ ’ log 
représenta 100 feet (board measurement). Witb regard to tbat, part of 
tbis table, wbieb relates to Fisberies, the remarks wbieb were made in tbe 
preceding table about tbe collection -of furs and pelts, may âlso be applied 
tofisb, witb tbis différence, however, tbat tbe fisb caugbt by Treaty Im ; 
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dians was principally ail consumed by tbemselres, and not sold, as in the 
case of fars and pelts, to traders and others. 

Tbe total raine of fisb cangbt by Treaty Indians, as reported by tbe 
Indian Office, amounts to $24,580. 

Table XVIII is a statement of ail Industrial Establishments, in. 
operation in tbe Province, except tbose small domestic industries such 
us clotb raaking, furniture and carriage building .and reparing, &c., 
exercised indiridualy by farmers or otbers, for tbeir own use. A certain 
number of establishments do not employ, during tbe whole year, tbe 
number of bands retumed, and, tberefore, tbe amount giren for nuages 
is-not to be taken bere as baring been paid for tbe year, as some of these 
industries are only in operation for a part of tbat time. 

Tables XIX, XX, XXI and XXII need no otber explanation than tbose 
-already giren on tbe firstpage of tbis Introduction.
